THE  BATTLE  Ot  Rl'SBU 

The  lesson  is  emerging  anew  from  the  war  on 
the  Bastern  Front  of  the  terrific  strength  of  Ger- 
many's land  forces  and  the  striking  power  that  is 
poaaible  in  combination  with  the  air  arm.  More- 
over, a fact  that  is  somehow  largely  lost  sight  of 
by  military  commentators  is  the  reinforcements 
that  Herr  Hitler  has  secured  by  co-0[>erAUon  with 
him  In  the  Attack  on  Ru.wiia  of  the  RumAniAn, 
FinniAh  and  Hungarian  Armios,  to  say  nothing  of 
whatever  aid  he  is  securing  from  Italy.  In  other 
words,  the  armed  might  of  the  Third  Reich  has 
gained  substantially  in  strength  of  man-power 
and  mechanical  equipment  by  the  adhesion  of 
Rumania.  Finland  and  Hungary  to  the  Axis. 
This  is  an  element  in  the  military  aituatloa  that 
Russia  has  to  reckon  with  now  and  that  Great 
Britain  will  have  to  reckon  with  in  terms  of  the 
future,  particularly  If  the  time  comes  when  the 
Naxui  wall  make  a renewed  thrust  In  the  direction 
of  Egypt  and  the  Sues  Canal. 

The  progress  of  the  enemy  In  the  Ukraine 
towards  the  Crimea  and  the  Caucasian  oilfields 
renders  the  position  of  Turkey  one  of  increasing 
difficulty.  There  iS’no  reason  to  doubt  that,  if  not 
now,  the  time  is  coming  when  Germany  will  I 
demand  faciUUes  for  the  paMagt  of  her  troops! 
through  that  country  to  faclUtale  her  campaign, 
not  that  upon  which  she  Is  now  engaged  but  one 
in  prospect  against  Syria,  Palestine,  Trans- 
Jordanla  and  the  Bues  Canal,  an  extension  of 
the  war  which  w'ould  be  launched  in  conjunction 
with  an  attempted  drive  on  Egypt  from  Libya. 
These  may  seem  long-range  views,  but  the 
epemy's  profreas  in  the  Ukraine  bring  them 
nearer,  the  more  especially  if  the  poAitiona  won 
In  Russia  can  be  consolidated  during  the  Winter. 

No  one  seems  to  hsve  any  definite  knowledge 
of  Russia  s potential  resistance  during  the  months 
that  he  Ahead  ft  seems  to  be  largely  a question 
of  how  much  mechanical  equipment  she  has 
lost  and  her  power  to  replace  It.  The  Issue  is  one. 
too.  of  the  maintenance  of  her  air  power.  The 
Soviet  Republics  have  still  large  reserves  of  men. 
but  in  the  kind  of  warfare  being  waged  these  can 
only  delay  and  finally  put  a stop  to  the  enemy's 
advance  provided  they  have  the  modern  weapons 
of  war  It  is  the  extent  that  these  are  In  her 
possession  or  can  be  made  available  that  Russia 
may  be  expected  to  frustrate  German  designs,  if 
tune  allows  they  can  be  made  available  from  the 
resources  of  the  United  States  but  the  route  by 
which  they  can  be  dispatched  la  a long  one  and 
there  is  a shortage  of  shipping. 

As  mailers  stand  it  is  impossible  to  get  a clear 
picture  of  the  situation  on  the  Eastern  Front.  All 
that  is  known  is  that  Germany  has  resumed  her 
blitakrieg  methods  and  with  considerable  success, 
both  in  the  Ukraine  and  In  the  direction  of 
Leningrad.  The  Russians,  as  they  have  already 
shown  in  ^be  course  of  a campaign  not  yet  nine 
ateks  old.  have  considerable  powers  of  recotery 
but  in  no  way  as  yet  have  they  seised  Uie^ 
InlUatlve  U>  the  struggle.  They  have  been  forced  i 
again  and  again  to  move  troops  as  rapidly  as 
ponalble  from  one  sector  of  the  front  to  another 
as  the  enemy  has  varied  hla  tacUca.  Moreover, 
iran.sportatlon  dlfncuUles  in  many  parts  of 
Russia  have  made  the  ta.sk  of  bringing  up  reserves 
in  sufficient  numbers  a difficult  one.  and  perhaps 
the  same  applies  to  mechanical  equipment.  The 
Germans,  with  their  Hungarian.  Finnish  and 
Rumaman  allies,  art  using  240  dlvlsloru  on  the 
Eastern  Front  That  and  the  character  of  the 
fighting  show  what  tremendous  efforts  art  being 
made  to  secure  a decision  before  Winter  comt%, 

A TERMINOLOGICAL  INEXAriTn'DE 

( 

Mr.  Mackenzie  King  has  repeated  in  London 
his  erstwhile  statement  that  Canada  is  in  the 
War  "to  the  utmost  of  her  strength.”  Such  a 
statement,  while  there  la  neither  conscription  of 
men  and  resources  for  the  War  where  war  is. 
could  only  be  made  by  pohelUans.  No  one  else ! 
would  dare  to  indulge  in  such  a glittering  gener- ' 
allty.  the  speciousness  of  which  will  not  bear  even 
auperficlaJ  examination.  It  can  be  said  emphatic- 
ally and  without  fear  of  any  trace  of  logic  in 
contradiction  that  thia  Dominion  is  not  in  the 
War  “to  the  utmoet  of  her  strength  " She  could 
not  be  until  all  her  resources  are  marahalled  for 
one  compelling  purpose.  She  is  In  the  War  to  the 
extent  that  her  people  are  willing  voluntarily  to 
serve  in  the  cause.  Ottawa  has  not  even  declaxed 
that  there  Is  such  a situation  as  an  emergency, 
when,  under  the  Militia  Act.  man-power  could  be 
summoned  to  the  colors  for  action  either  at  home 
or  overseas  Recruiting  is  being  conducted  by 
sporadic  appeals.  The  Prime  MinisUr  haa  ex- 
presaed  hU  belief  that  the  voluntary  system  will 
produce  enough  happy  warriors ' for  the  fighting 
servleea,  to  the  extent  that  the  strength  uf  these 
Is  decreed  by  the  Government.  No  one  who  has' 
followed  the  course  of  this  part  of  Canada's  war, 
effort  can  deny  that  official  limitations  have  been  ! 
set  to  the  Domlnlon’a  contribuunii  and  that  these 
are  teas  than  what  could  be  achieved.  That 
meant  that  there  Is  no  summons  to  Canada  for 
the  putting  forth  of  the  “utmoet  of  her  strength.”

OTTAWA'S  INCONSISTENCY 

What  is  called  a eupplementery  order-ln -coun- 
cil haa  been  passed  at  Ottawa  which  provides 
that  all  prospective  male  appointees  for  the 
Oovt^ment's  Civil  Service  must  submit  to  the 
Treasury  Board  a certificate  of  “ineUilbillty  for 
military  Mrvice,  or  a diecharge  eertlflcaie  issued 
after  the  applicant  haa  been  found  pbyaically 
unfit  for  military  aervlce.”  Thla  denotes  an 
inconsistency  In  the  attitude  of  Ottawa  that 
requires  tome  explanation.  Firstly,  the  Govern- 
meotly  ia  opposed  to  conscription ; It  favors  vol-, 
untary  enlistments  alone  for  tervice  in  the  War.' 
Now.  however,  it  Imposes  rMtrlcUons,  eo  far  as 
the  Civil  Bervlce  is  concerned,  on  thoee  who  will 
not  volunteer.  They  cannot  be  employed  In  the 
governmental  service  of  the  country.  Secondly. 
It  la  only  those  who  have  not  volunteered  for 
‘ miUtary  service”  who  are  thus  debarred.  Nothing 
whatever  is  said  of  those  already  In  the  Civil 
Bervlce  who  are  of  military  age  and  physically 
fit  and  who  have  not  volunteered.  Seemingly 
they  can  retain  their  posts.  Surely  there  U an 
I inconsistency  m such  reasoning,  a diacrimlnatlon 
which  the  Government  will  And  it  hard  U>  defend 
with  any  show  of  logic. 

Moreover,  the  attitude  of  the  Government  as 
exhibited  in  ua  supplementary  order-in -council 
does  not  dovetail  with  the  repeated  pronounce- 
ments of  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  on  Canada's  part 
In  the  war  being  a "volunury  effort”  If  there 
la  to  be  duress  put  upon  tho.^  seeking  to  serve 
their  country  in  civilian  posts,  some  at  least  of 
the  purpOM  of  the  Civil  Service  Act  goes  by  the 
board,  for  the  assumption  la  that  governmental 
service  la  open  to  any  one  who  can  qualify  for  It 
Mr  King  and  hla  Ministers  are  opposed  to  any 
form  of  compulsion  yet  they  are  now  to  compel 
those  who  wish  to  qualify  under  the  Civil  Service 
Act  to  show  that  they  have  volunteered  and  been 
rejected  for  military  service.  There  la  In  IhU 
attitude  something  In  the  nature  of  official  con- 
tempt shown  for  those  who  will  not  volunteer  for 
the  fighting  services  In  this  War.  If  that  were 
not  the  ease  then  they  would  not  be  disqualified 
for  entry  to  the  Civil  Service.  The  Government 
defends  the  voluntary  system  with  a holy  fervor 
and  yet  impo.ses  the  penalty  of  non-employment 
and  the  stigma  of  slackers  on  those  who.  falling 
to  volunteer,  seek  civilian  posts  under  the 
Administration.  Meantime  the  paradox  of  it  all 
if  that  those  now  enrolled  in  the  Civil  Service, 
who  are  of  military  age  and  physically  fit,  can 
carry  on  their  civilian  dutlet  with  impunity.  Just 
exactly  what  sort  of  an  example  this  will  set  to 
the  country  it  would  take  a Solomon  come  to 
judgment  to  decide.

The 
shushing  mother  can  also  muffle  her 
family's  pleasure  In  the  home  and 
make  everyone  wuh  the  baby  had 
never  been  bom* 

ordinary  household  sounds  should 
not  disturb  the  sleeping  beby;  he 
should  Instead,  become  used  to 
them.  Radio  music,  it  not  ton 
strident:  normal  conversation,  clos- 
ing of  doors  and  so  on  are  noises 
that  we  all  have  to  learn  to  ignore, 
and  a baby  is  no  exception.  *The 
sooner  he  does  so  the  better  for 
hlm*eif  and  everyone  else
